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Bisnopr Exxriorr’s Report from Western Texas begins with a subject 
very important to all Missionary Bishops, the need of 


RECTORIES. 


In this Second Annual Report of the condition of the Church in West- 
ern Texas I shall be enabled, through further experience of the field, to 
give to the Board of Missions some account of the plan it seems wisest to 
adopt in pursuing our Missionary operations ; prefacing this discussion 
with the humble acknowledgment of the utter inefficiency of mere human 
foresight and reason, knowing that “except the Lorp build the honse, 
they labor in vain that build it,” but trusting that that Hory Sprarr, 
Who in the first age inspired men to spread abroad the Gospel, in these 
latter days, when the problem in Christian lands is not so much how 
to spread it, as to put it upon true foundations, will inspire those who 
seek to strengthen, in however diminutive a way, that Kingdom which 
we all pray may come, 

To return then to the field in question, there are twenty points where 
the Church is known—which, analyzed, means that at eight of them there 
are Rectors or Missionaries in charge, at three more lay readers, of the 
remaining nine, I hope very soon to place three under a Missionary ; the 
other six, together with places not mentioned and of minor importance, 
must remain as at present under the general supervision of the Bishop. 

The theory and practice of the Church are, that the Bishop is the first 
Missionary ; he is expected to say to his fellow laborers, “Come,” and 
not “Go”; and yet it is perfectly evident that he might with much self- 
sacrifice lead a purely itinerant life and die, and upon our nomadic popu- 
lation leave but small trace of his work. Therefore, it seems that while 
he is an evangelist, it is necessary, for the advantage of the great cause, 
that the work be organized and consolidated after a manner very differ- 
ent from the looseness that usually obtains in itinerant labors. 

In order to impress the people with the stability of the Church—I 
speak of course only of my own field—it seems best when she establishes

herself at a point, it be not merely to put up a chapel and then hurry off 
to some neighboring station and repeat the experiment, but that, before 
doing this, she should put up a rectory and secure ground sufficient for 
a parochial school, which may be left for its development to the Minister 
in charge. The money collected by the Bishop, it appears, is far better 
expended in erecting permanent improvements than by calling in a greater 
number of men, and occupying a greater number of points, and for a time 
seeming to flourish, The importance of a rectory to the life of. weak 
parishes has been repeatedly demonstrated since the civil war in the South. 
We know cases where the Bishop could only promise a home, and the 
Clergyman coming in faith has saved the parish, when the question of 
rent for the Minister’s house would have defeated the whole arrangement. 

Furthermore, from the want of local investments and attachments, the 
nomadic spirit, so strong in the people, is communicated more or less to 
ourselves of the Clergy. Not only, therefore, is it necessary, for the 
relief of the Missionary’s pocket, for the impression of stability made upon 
the people, for the property accruing to the Church, that investments are 
best concentrated, but the moral effect upon any man of home associations 
gathering about the rectory will be to incline him to overcome in himself 
the roving disposition which besets early settlers, and is the bane of the 
Church in new countries. Nor can we hope to relieve the Missionary 
Society of the Church, of the burden of sustaining these stations, without 
supplying rectories, the want of which in most cases consumes in rents 
the greater portion, if not all the stipends received from that source by 
the Missionary. 

In view of these considerations I have adopted the Re. indicated, 
of supplying rectories so soon as a chapel is built, rather than of creating 
another centre, leaving the one already assisted in its unformed condition. 
Nor does this require the outlay of so large a sum at any one point as to 
render the plan impracticable. Five hundred dollars will give us either 
a chapel or rectory ; $1,000 will give us both. Not that they can be 
built for such sums, but the enthusiasm created by such a gift as a begin- 
ning, calls out successfully the latent generosity of the people. 

Pursuing this mode of development, when such buildings are erected, 
it is proposed to put them under the care of the Ladies’ Societies at the 
various points, which insuring against loss by fire, humanly speaking, will 
place the church beyond the reach of the ordinary dangers of failure from 
destruction of property. The Wardens and Vestrymen, being supposed 
to be striving year by year, to not only pay but increase the Rector’s 
stipend, it is thought but a graceful tribute to those who are the guardians 
and nourishers of the best interests of society, that Gon’s property should 
be committed to their care, and that it isin keeping with the great lessons 
of Scripture, that they who early sought with sweet spices and ointment 
the Lorn’s Body, to embalm it, should now have confided to them the 
preservation of that Church which is also His Body. 
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them. It is the tendency of the average man to send his child to the 
most convenient and least expensive school. One who is struggling with 
the world in a new country does not trouble himself very much about 
questions that do not affect a child’s fortune so much as its faith. It is 
the mission of the Church to call attention to this neglected faith and 
thus advance to its relief, through the chapel, to the school. Mr. Emer- 
son in one of his essays explains our condition when he says : “In America 
the necessity of clearing the forest, laying out town and street, and build- 
ing every barn and fence, then church and town house, exhausted such 
means as the Pilgrims brought, and made the whole population poor ; 
and the like necessity is still found in each new settlement in the Terri- 
tories.” 

We can truly say that the struggle to put up the church has been 
severely felt at every point at which we have built. For instance, since 
my last Report the debt of $8,000 upon our church at San Antonio 
(drawing twelve per cent interest) has been reduced $2,000, that is one 
fourth ; and of this amount all but two hundred dollars has been raised 
in the parish, in addition to the ordinary current expenses and the heavy 
interest of the debt. At San Marcos in eighteen months we have’ bought 
a lot and built and paid for a chapel, at a total cost of $2,000. Fourteen 
hundred dollars of this amount was contributed in the town. At Seguin, 


- of the $2,800 acquired in our new church and lots, all but $600 was given 


on the spot. Half the cost of the new rectory at this point, by this time 
ready for occupation, will be met by the same people who paid the last 
installment on their church debt in July. So that we feel that we have 
helped ourselves, and now bring this matter to the attention of the 
Church, in the hope that some of those who have the ability, seeing these 
words, and believing that they are not uttered in any querulous mood, 
but are the calm presentation of information desired by all good people— 
will find it in their hearts to promote among us the establishment of a 
Church school. I will add that a lady who is ever forward to do her 
Master’s work, has given me $500, which I hold as the beginning of a 
fund for this purpose. 


From the Northern portion of the same great State of Texas, Bishop 
Garrett writes and tells us what growth the past year has witnessed in 


the building of 
CHURCHES. 


St. Luke’s, Denison, was consecrated on Sunday, April 23d. The 
Rey. F. W. Adams entered upon his work in Denison on the 1st of Novem- 
ber of last year. To his untiring energy, nobly seconded by the liber- 
ality and zeal of his people, is mainly due the great honor of having 
built and entirely paid for, and presented for consecration the first new 
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church since the formation of this Missionary District. A neat parson- 
age has been also erected, which gives an air of comfort and permanence 
to our work in that place. The congregations have been large, and the 
obligations of the Parish have been promptly discharged. 

St. John’s, Corsicana, is three feet wider than St. Luke’s, Denison. 
There is still a small debt upon it of two hundred and fifty dollars. I am 
assured that an effort will be made this fall to remove this barrier to its 
consecration. Under the wise and earnest guidance of the Rev. J. J. 
Vaulx, great things have been accomplished since the 1st of January 
last. The zeal and liberality of the people have been called into active 
exercise ; mutual harmony and kindly feeling have been promoted ; the 
church has been completed, supplied with chancel furniture, seats, and 
other requisites; a site for a parsonage secured, and good promise given 
for steady and assured growth. The obligations of the Parish have been 
promptly discharged. 

The Holy Comforter, Cleburne, has been beautifully fitted with chan- 
cel furniture by the generous kindness of Christ Church, Rye, New York. 
The people have assumed, in the main, the support of the Rev. R. 8. Nash, 
who was ordained to the Priesthood in May. There is still a small debt 
upon their church, which retards its consecration. They are striving 
earnestly against many difficulties. What they have already done enti- 
tles them to the liberality and confidence of Churchmen everywhere. 

Plans have been drawn for “St. Andrew’s,” Fort Worth, and “ All 
Saints’,” Weatherford, and valuable sites have been procured in both 
towns. 

Fort Worth is now growing in a manner simply wonderful. Houses 
and stores are being erected in considerable numbers, and the contract. 
has just been let for the erection of a large court house and jail. The 
Texas and Pacific R. R. having reached the town, an impulse has been: 
given to business, and the population has been largely increased. The 
people have begun well in the interest of the Church. They have guar- 
anteed three hundred dollars per annum towards the salary of the Reyv.. 
Edwin Wickens, to whom I guarantee as much more, to be raised from 
collections to be taken up at my visitations. A hall has been rented for 
Divine Service, and suitably fitted up. A small parsonage has been 
built from materials supplied by me. A good work is being done at this: 
point, which will develope a strong Parish in a short time. 

Weatherford is also a point of great promise. I laid the corner-stone 
of “All Saints’” on the 4th of July. The building is to be of stone. The 
plans are very beautiful. When completed it will be the neatest little 
church within a thousand miles. I have promised to help the earnest 
souls and liberal Churchmen of Weatherford. None deserve aid better, 
and I trust I may be enabled to do something substantial for them. 

St. Stephen’s, Sherman, under the energetic direction of the Rey. H.

O. Cram, who took charge on the 1st of March, is now showing valuable 
results of Mr. Gilliam’s hard and laborious work for its benefit. It will 
require about one thousand dollars to finish it according to plans. The 
business prospects of Sherman are improving rapidly, because of the exten- 
sion of the Transcontinental R. R. to Texarkana. I confidently hope 
therefore, that an effort to finish the church may be made soon. 

St. Matthew’s, Dallas, has been removed from its old to its new site. 
It has long been inadequate to the growing demands of this busy railroad 
and commercial centre. Its adoption, too, as the Cathedral church of 
this Jurisdiction has made its cramped capacity still more to be regretted. 
Room within its chancel where each Canon may always find his stall, and 
space upon its free floor where all who will may worship, are essential fea- 
tures of a Cathedral. Whatsoever more of beauty or strength can be 
secured is of course desirable and fitting, but these at least must be had. 
The old building failing in all these particulars, a new one was absolutely 
necessary. 

The corner-stone was laid with solemn Services on the 4th of May, 
and the roof is now covered in. The funds at my command are now 
exhausted. Here, therefore, the work must stop until the Lorp open the 
hearts of the stewards of His treasures to enable me to carry it on. 
About six thousand dollars are still required. Nearly one half of this 
amount I hope to raise in Dallas when the cotton harvest shall have 
yielded its rich returns ; but the remainder must be sought elsewhere. 

In connection with this church, I hope to group, as time and oppor- 
tunity shall serve, schools for the young, hospitals for the sick, and asy- 
lums for the aged and afflicted. They are matters of growth requiring 
time and large means for their successful founding. They lie very near 
my heart, but I have resolved not to attempt any of them until the funds 
are in hand for conducting the work. 


But the words of greatest weight in this Report relate to the men 
who are to minister in these churches and in other churches like them, 
and who are to travel from point to point, looking after and caring for 
the sheep in the wilderness. This is what Bishop Garrett says about 


MISSIONARIES, 


I still need more men to enable me to reach a very large portion of 
the field, but without aid from extraneous sources, it is not possible to 
sustain them. Furthermore they must be strong men. The able, earn- 
est, active, pure, sympathetic Minister of Curist will always win his way; 
nor is there a village in Texas where he will not be welcomed. But these 
qualities he must have. In no country will his garb carry him a shorter 
way. Every man is taken for what he is worth by the rough standard of 
downright earnestness and unvarnished truth. Good, honest work is

understood and appreciated ; while’ claims of a professional or merely 
official kind are ignored if not despised. 

Texarkana, on the extreme north-eastern border, has improved 
largely in the past year. The Texas and Pacific R. R, have given a very 
desirable site for a church. I have had neat plans for a cheap wooden 
building prepared, the cost of which will be about eight hundred dollars. 
Of this amount, one hundred and thirty have been already contributed. 
The Church element is small and not able to subscribe much. A little 
help would cheer them and stimulate their energies. 

A Missionary at this point could do very effective work along two 
railroad lines in four or five counties, which are now destitute of the Ser- 
vices of the Church. He could not be sustained by his field without 
liberal aid. I want the man to lay foundations in that region, and the 
means for his support. 

Brownwood, on the extreme south-western border of settlement, is 
growing ina marvelous way. Last year it was hardly a village. I vis- 
ited it on the 28th of August, and found a town claiming twelve hundred 
inhabitants. I preached to a large congregation in a spacious hall in a 
stone building, baptized an adult, and confirmed two persons. The Gos- 
pel message as proclaimed by the Church, was never heard in that region 
before. The country is rich, is filling up with great rapidity, and with a 
goodly number of Church people. The tide is flowing still farther west. 
Another year, I am sure, Coleman County will have the same tale to tell. 
Coleman City has not, I believe, as yet, a single house, but I saw goodly 
quantities of material on the road, which will soon be worked up. The 
increase of population and settlement in this south-western portion of 
my Jurisdiction is simply amazing. 

What am I to do for these people? They are all poor, seeking homes 
and requiring all their little means to procure them. They entreat me to 
care for their souls. They cannot provide for themselves the luxury of 
a resident Clergyman; but may they not hope for a sight of an itinerant 
Missionary once in three months? JI can but shake my head, and hope 
and pray and wait. Their children are sick unto death; who shall pour 
upon them the water of the lustral Sacrament? Their maidens are to be 
given in marriage ; who shall give them the Church’s benediction? Their 
souls long for the Bread of Life ; who shall break it to them ? 

Brethren, give me a man who is not afraid of sun or shower, swelling 
river or lonely prairie, hard fare or long journeys, a saddle or a wagon ; 
who can carry half a dozen sermons in his head, the Church in his heart’s 
deepest love, and the salvation of men as the pole star to guide him with- 
out a compass—give me such a man with food and clothes for him for 
two years, and a Texas mustang pony to carry him over his field. I wiil 
place him at Comanche, where there is a strong Church life ready for 
organic action now of an incipient kind. He will find a colony of Church 
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people in Callahan county, ready to welcome him with hearty good-will. 
Brownwood will stretch out her hands and try to seize and keep him for 
herself. Stephenville, to the east, has a nucleus of Church life, ready for 
development. In Hamilton a noble mother in Israel will bid him Gop 
speed. In Graham he will meet with eager listeners. In Fort Griffin and 
Albany, nearer to the setting sun, he will be received with generous hos- 
pitality. It is a very large parish, and the man who takes charge of it 
will not have much time to sleep, nor much use for a home anywhere. 
He will live mostly in the saddle, and the rest of the time in the pulpit. 
He must eat when and where he can, and sleep while his horse is resting. 
His life will not be easy, but it will be blessed. 


Bishop Wingfield, in a short Report from Northern California, speaks 
of the burden laid upon him, especially through his personal connection — 


with the 
SCHOOLS. 

Since my last Report, the congregation at Benicia and the school of 
“St. Mary of the Pacific” have been called to mourn the loss of their 
Pastor and Head, the Rey. Dr. Breck having passed away on the 30th 
day of March. Since that time his duties as Rector have devolved upon 
me—so that, at this writing, I am Missionary Bishop of Northern Oali- 
fornia, Rector of St. Paul’s Church, of St. Augustine’s College, and of 
St. Mary’s Hall, Benicia. These two schools, one for boys and the other 
for girls, were founded by the late Dr. Breck, “St. Agustine’s” in 1867, 
and “St. Mary’s” in 1872. He retired from the College in 1870, leaving 
it heavily encumbered, and at the time of his decease the Young Ladies’ 
Seminary had a debt of $12,500. I find that all this burden of pecuniary 
obligation, pastorial oversight, domestic care, parental anxiety, and spir- 
itual responsibility, is too much for one person to bear, and I am there- 
fore looking for two experienced and energetic Clergymen to place at 
the head of these two Institutions of learning. May the Lorp Who 
knows the intents of the heart send to me such co-laborers, as will be 
indeed fellow-helpers in this part of the field, and develope such results 
as may redound to His honor and glory and the good of His Church and 
people. 

The Bishop of Northern California craves the sympathy and co-opera- 
tion of his brethren in all parts of the Church. He finds himself in a 
Jurisdiction emphatically Missionary ; in the midst of a population of 
214,019 souls scattered over an area of 52,564 square miles ; assisted by 
a few Clergymen whose work is confined to the towns and villages ; with 
a Parish on his hands ; with two boarding-schools encumbered by a debt 
of nearly $40,000 ; without a Missionary at his disposal to send to the 
waste places ; without funds to support the Clergy at hand, or the means 
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wherewith to put in progress any aggressive operations ; in a land where 
the love of money, and the love of pleasure prevail; where the won- 
derful wealth for which California is proverbial is in the hands of 
a few men, and they godless and opposed to Gop and His Church ; 
where there is greater need of able, faithful, self-denying Curist-loving 
Clergymen and the means to sustain them than in any other part of the 
great field committed to the Church’s care. The Bishop feels disheartened 
and discouraged when, under these adverse circumstances, he receives so 
little aid for his work. It seems to him that he is required to make the tale 
of bricks without being furnished with straw. He earnestly prays that the 
Board will have no regard for the generally accepted idea that California 
is abundantly able to take care of her own spiritual interests. It is only true 
of her as it is of Japan. The mass of our people are poor, and especially 
those who are disposed to attend the Services of the Church. The time 
may come when they will all be in command of means for every necessity, 
and hence if the Church would make a good investment of one of her 
talents, let her put it out at interest in this favored land which is destined 
for great things; let her send men strong and good, and means lavish 
and abundant to this Missionary field, and in a few years there will be a 
liberal and grateful return sent to the coffers of the Board for distribu- 
tion in more desolate places. 


SOME WORDS OF CHEER. 
FROM BISHOP WHIPPLE, 
Faripautt, March 7, 1877. 


My pear Brotuer: I have read with the deepest interest the many 
letters of Bishops and Clergy in behalf of our Missionary work. They 
all breathe the same spirit and show that there is the deepest love for 
this blessed work. We are apt to be impatient and fancy that all is 
going to the bad. I was never as hopeful, and I believe your workers 
never had such a hold upon the affections of the Church. 


We must never forget that Curist’s presence in the ship did not pre-. 


vent the storm, but at its height He quelled it. It is human to get dis- 
couraged, and if we did not fear sometimes, I am afraid that we should 
never cry “ Lorp, help me!” You remember there was a man who lived 
so near to Gop that He was taken up in a chariot of fire. I sometimes 
feel very grateful that such as he had seasons of despondency, that he 
did see a day when he thought he was alone. 

There are two blessed things which come of such times: 1. The 
human side—it brings out manhood, Any man can float with the cur- 
rent, but it takes pluck and earnestness to breast it. 2. The other the 
Divine side—our necessity is Gon’s opportunity. It has led many to 
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pray as they never did before, and called out a deeper devotion. I was 
much touched the other day to learn that one of our faithful Missionaries, 
who lives in poverty and privation on less than five hundred dollars, had ° 
declined a call of $1,500 a year because he would not abandon his Mis- 
sionary work in such times as these. 

You need have no fear. Out of all this trial, this work will take a 
deeper hold upon men’s hearts. It has not been in halcyon days of pros- 
_ perity that the Church has won her great victories. She had to walk in 
wilderness places before men could say, “ Who is this that is fair as the 
moon, clear as the sun, terrible as an army with banners.” 

Some feel in sadness that it was a mistake to put their wealth into a 
bag with holes, and are beginning to find out that the only way to have 
the cruse of oil never fail is to feed a servant of Gop. 

I do hope we shall not try any experiments. It looks specious to 
make the General Convention the Central Board of Missions, and I con- 
fess I think the work would be more useful than to be forever passing 
canons to tell what a Bishop or a Priest should not do, and how he could 
be tried if he did it. It might be well to have a few field days when 
both houses looked over the work of the Committees. The responsi- 
bility, however, can never be placed upon as changing a body as our Gen- 
eral Convention. Great work must always have some one who can face 
difficulty and bear heavy burdens. 

I am glad that so much has been written, and so well written, and it 
will all bear good fruit. 

Gop bless you and your fellow laborers, and may He, Who watches 
over every venture of faith, give you wisdom to know what to do and

STRAWS. 


Tue good words, and the offerings, often not large in ameunt, that 
constantly come to us in letters from various parts of the field, while 
they are “straws” as indicating the current of Church sentiment and 
thought, are also very helpful in more ways than one. The good words 
give us courage, of which the conscious need is most urgent ; the offer- 
ings are welcome straws indeed, and they serve as gentle yet effective 
bands where without them weakness might break out into disaster. The 
following extracts, each significant in its own peculiar way, sufficiently set 


forth and illustrate what we mean: 


My Missionary field in this year, has given over one hun- 
dred dollars for Domestic Missions. Before I began to take up my col- 
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lections, I thought I would let you deduct ten dollars from my own 
stipend, to help you in your strait ; and wrote a letter to that effect. 
But before sending it, I altered my mind, and resolved to take up a col- 
lection in each of my congregations, giving a sermon on the subject, and 
telling each of my four congregations, at the close of my sermon, that out 
of my little stipend I would give five dollars (twenty in all) to this work. 
The result of it is, that, instead of ten dollars, you have gotten over a 
hundred from my ground. I state this, so that you may know by what 
efforts, and through what sacrifices, our help for the work was obtained. 
I covered my pulpit with Church papers and periodicals, that my hearers 
might know about the men they were asked to sustain. The money I 
sent you was not forwarded because we can easily give it, but because I 
worked very hard to secure it. I told one of our ladies, yesterday, that I 
was sawing wood to help pay for one of our churches, so that we can have 
it consecrated on our Bishop’s visitation. She answered, * And I am 
washing and ironing for it”! Let the generous people of the Kast know 
that they are giving their assistance to those who are earnestly trying to 
help themselves. 


I have been much interested in the discussions on the ‘‘ Crisis,” as they 
call it, in our Church work, and preached a sermon to my people yesterday 
about it. I think there is a great deal of truth in what Dr. Schenck says, 
We need to extend our constituency. Our Church comprehends a great 
deal of the wealth of the country. It has been too much the habit for 
the poor, and those in moderate circumstances, to let the rich do all, or 
nearly all, the giving. They have not been sufticiently taught that they 
have a duty in the matter, and that giving is a very important part of 
Christian worship. Their charitable feelings are inclined to be too much 
emotional, content to dispose in imagination of other people’s property. 
They satisfy their consciences by saying what they would do if they had 
some other man’s wealth. Gop does not pour down refreshment on the 
thirsty soil in the form of water spouts or rivers, but in rain drops. And 
what we need, in my humble opinion, is to start the rain drops in every 
parish, and the two thousand eight hundred rills thus created will produce 
a mighty stream, which will make the wilderness a fruitful place, and 
cause the desert to “rejoice and blossom as the rose.” 


I hope to send you a contribution very soon for the general work. 
The times are hard. We get fewer large sums, but the individual offer- 
ings increase, which to me is encouraging, and hence I am not despond- 
ent. This crisis, if it leaves behind it an enlarged Missionary spirit, as I 


believe it will, among the people, will have been something to be thank- 
ful for.

INDIAN COMMISSION, 


THE MEMORIAL SCHOLARSHIP. 


Tue many friends in the several Indian Aid Associations, who have 
contributed to the object, will be glad to learn that the amount needed, 
One thousand dollars, for the endowment of the Mary E. Hinman 
Memortiat Scoouarsuip, has been received. 

It seems specially fitting that this Memorial of the love and devotion 
of a Christian woman should be associated with that part of the work 
among the Indians in which she labored so faithfully for so long a period, 
viz., the Christian training of the young. 

But in another relation, and one that has to do with the fact itself, 
there is peculiar fitness in thus perpetuating the memory of the one 
whose name is henceforth linked with this Memorial Scholarship. Writ- 
ing these lines in Holy Week, we are reminded once more, in the Scrip- 
ture Lessons, of the “ good work ” wrought by that Mary of old upon the 
Body of the Lorp Jxsus, and of that commendation of it given by the 
MasterR—a commendation more fragrant than the perfume of the spike- 
nard, and co-extensive with the spread of the everlasting Gospel. “She 
hath done what she could,” was the tender comment of the Saviour 
upon her pious offering. The act and the words which embalm it have 
been an inspiration ever since, wheresoever the Gospel has been preached, 
prompting Christian women to engage in manifold forms of quiet but 
earnest ministration for the dear Lorp’s sake. The special deed may not 
be literally repeated ; but—as in the present instance—in loving, patient 
labor, year after year, among the poor and despised (outcasts as it were 
from much of even Christian sympathy), a like spirit of devotion may be 
manifested for Curist in the behalf of those for whom He died. In a 
case like this, the outcome of love exhibited in that original anointing 
finds one more illustration. It is not strange, therefore, that Christian 
sisters should be led to embody their loving appreciation of such life-long 
service in a Memorial which, in keeping fresh the remembrance of a 
woman’s devotion, becomes a faint but reverent echo of the Masrrr’s 


words, Dhe hath vone what she coulv. 


A PLEA FOR INDIAN MISSIONS. 
BY AN INDIAN MISSIONARY. 


A Goop lady, an aged communicant of the Church, sending some 


clothing to an Indian Mission, writes: “We cannot expect to be, and 
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certainly do not deserve to be, a prosperous country, till the Gospel is 
preached to all our Indian Heathen.” 

Is not this a new and conclusive argument for Indian Missions? Is 
it not a shame that we have been so long in preaching the Gospel to 
every soul in this broad land? Have we not been very culpable in with 
holding from our own heathen the bread of life? Is it not a burning 
shame to us as a Church and as a Nation, that we have had tens of thou- 
sands of benighted heathen dwelling in our very midst so many years, 
thrown by Gon’s Providence into our exclusive care—heathen more 
benighted and living in a more deplorable state than those of Africa— 
and yet we have let them perish, and would not give them the Gospel to 
save them ? 

We found our brother, and we dispossessed him of his inheritance, 
and then we watched him going from bad to worse, and folded our arms, 
and looked at him, and asked, “Am I my brother’s keeper?” Yea, 
rather, has not the thought of our heart been, ‘“ When will he die, and 
his name perish?” Have not many of our people said, “ Would it not 
be best to have them all exterminated ?” 

We have rejoiced in the day of our brother’s calamity. We have 
looked on with complacency as we grew fat and he pined away by our 
side. We have calculated how many years more it would take to com- 
plete the process. We have been eager to assist at his funeral. 

We had that to give him which would save him, the Gospel, but we 
withheld it. We watched him sicken and die, and we held in our hand 
the heavenly medicine that would cure him. Gop, and our Saviour, 
and heaven and earth, and our own conscience, and natural love for 
human kind, called on us to give it to him; yet we gave it not. We 
watched his agonies, heard him “ groan with the groanings of a deadly 
wounded man,” saw him grow sicker and sicker, lying indeed by the 
roadside, naked and wounded and half dead, and we neither bound up 
his wounds, nor poured in the “oil and wine,” though we had it in our 
hands, nor set him on our own beast, nor carried him to “the Inn,” nor 
took any care of him, Alas, that we should have it to say of ourselves 
as a Church and asa Nation, we, cold-hearted Priests and Levites that 
we were, merely looked on him and passed by on the other side. More 
than that, we despoiled him of a good slice of his remaining patrimony, 
and when he raised a feeble wail of protest, we hushed him with our sol- 
dier and his minnie bullet. We did not wish to wait for the natural pro- 
gress of the diseases we had started, to finish him, but thought it better 
to put him out of pain at once, and so gave him a few prods of the bayo- 
net here and there to shorten his dying struggles. The frontier whisky- 
seller and the soldier at the military post did their work surely, but too 
slowly for us ; so we must use the soldier in a new role—mobilized. 

And is not Gop beginning to tell us in tones that pierce to the dul- 
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lest heart, that the voice of our brother’s blood cries to Him from the 
ground? Allalong the Western border lie the fertile lands which we have 
wrested from him, because we were stronger and could do it; and from 
those lands we removed him, and removed him, and removed him ; from 
one to another, and to a worse and farther off, according as we coveted 
what he successively had : and now on those very lands Gop has sent the 
locusts, year after year, in swarms that cover the very face of the ground, 
and they devour the harvests that these lands yield, before our faces, 
and we stand looking on in impotent despair. There was a famine, we 
read, in the days of David three years, year after year; and David 
inquired of the Lorp. And the Lorp answered, It is for Saul, and for 
his bloody house, because he slew the Gibeonites. If the death of a few 
heathen Gibeonites, slain by a king out of mistaken zeal to the Lorp, 
brought such a sore judgment on a whole innocent people, how can we 
fail to see, in these terrible visitations, Gop calling us to account for 
spoiling and plundering, and, when he feebly resisted, slaying our poor 
brother? It seems Gop will not let us enjoy in guilty quiet what grows 
on those stolen lands, but, when the harvest is ripening, will put in His 
hand again and again, and sweep it all away before our eyes. Is not this 
calling npon us to make some reparation to our injured brother? Where- 
fore David said unto the Gibeonites, What shall I do for you? and 
wherewith shall Imake the atonement, that ye may bless the inheritance 
of the Lorp? 

We have their lands and shall keep them, but ought we not to “make 
the atonement,” do something to save those who are left? Alas! tens 
of thousands of them are now beyond our reach—thousands who never 
heard the joyful sound because we cared not to give it to them. 

But the remnant that are left we can save, by giving the Gospel to 
them. This is “the atonement” we must make. Does not Gop call on 
us by His judgments which are abroad in our land to do so? Does He 
not call on us by the grasshopper scourge, by the hard times, by the 
general distress? Is there not a duty resting upon every soul in this 
land, man, woman and child, to atone for a national and individual 
wrong, to appease the just anger of the Righteous Judge, by contribu- 
ting liberally according to our ability to send the Gospel to this poor 
people? The Ministers of Curisr must go to them, and every man, 
woman and child must contribute to Indian Missions, to send them, The 
Laity must take out the “two pence” and give them to “ the host,” and 
say to him, “Take care of him.” Perhaps after that, “Gop will be 
entreated for the land.” But that is our only hope. It must be a 
national act of reparation, as it was a national act of spoliation ; every 
one must join in it, that this poor remnant may “ bless the inheritance of 
the Lorp.” Then perhaps Gop will forgive us too. Perhaps “ He will 
lighten His hand from off us, and from off our land.” 
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Indian Missions! Of all Missions, they have the first claim on us. 
Other Missions are a matter of mercy, this is a matter of justice. And 
it isa matter of averting the judgments of Almighty Gop, which now 
hang heavy over us. It is a matter of self-preservation as well as of 
mercy, and therefore it is something in which every soul in this broad 
land is in bounden duty to join. Other Missions say you may, this says 
you must. It is not a matter of choice with any soul whether he will 
contribute or not ; it is a matter of the plainest and highest duty, and of 
the highest justice. It is a duty which cannot be neglected, it is a 
justice which cannot be passed over, without calling down the judgments 
of Gop, which avenge violated justice and neglected duty. He who gives 
to Indian Missions is helping to take off the curse which now hangs over 
our heads, and of which we already feel some premonitory warnings. 

The question comes back which the aged communicant raised : Can 
this ever be a prosperous country till the Gospel is preached to every 
heathen Indian in it ? 


SAD NEWS FROM THE ONEIDA MISSION, WISCONSIN. 


LETTER FROM THE REV. MR. GOODNOUGH. 
OneEIDA, Brown Co., Wis., March 20, 1877. 

Rey. AND DEAR BrotsER: A sad misfortune has fallen upon this 
Mission in the destruction by fire of the Mission dwelling house, which 
happened on the morning of the 4th instant. The Bishop very kindly 
offered us a home for a time in his own house: but we both felt that we 
ought not to leave our work, and concluded to live in one room of the 
school house. We are somewhat crowded, but, all things considered, are 
quite comfortable. 

The building was worth at least $2,500. We estimatd the loss of 
goods, etc., at $500. 

The Indians were very kind to us in our trouble, and did all they 
could in every way to aid and comfort us. They helped us arrange the 
school room for a dwelling place, brought us groceries and provisions and 
even a little money, and agreed to help us all they can in rebuilding. 
We were very comfortably situated before the fire and were able to 
attend to our daily duties very conveniently. 

I trust that kind friends will aid us to rebuild at once. This disaster 
places us in a worse plight, owing to the fact that we are in receipt of no 
salaries or pay except what the Indians contribute, than it would have 
done were we earning good wages. The Agent says that he will if he 
can recommend to the Department that Government rebuild the house, 
and this without any solicitation of ours. Please help us if you can.

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PROGRESS OF AN INDIAN YOUTH IN HIS STUDIES. 
EXTRACT FROM A LETTER TO THE SECRETARY. 
March 18, 1877. 


You ask me about my studies. I am doing tolerably well. Since 
September, I have read six books of Virgil’s Aineid ; four books of Xen- 
ophon’s Anabasis ; have gone through five books in Geometry ; and have 
gone as far as “‘ Permutations and Combinations” in Algebra. I am now 
reading Cicero’s Orations. So much about studies. 

During Lent I have been just as busy as possible. I play the organ 
in the Parish Church, and consequently I have to go to the Church on 
Wednesdays, Fridays and Sundays, besides playing in the School Chapel 
on the evenings of Monday, Wednesday, Friday and Sunday. So you 
see I am kept busy, aside from my studies. And now Easter is almost 
upon us, and we are practising the music for the same.

STATEMENT. 

Art the late Annual Meeting of the Board of Missions, the alarming 
report was made that there had been a great falling off in the receipts of 
its several Departments and that their aggregate debt amounted to nearly 
$75,000. It is now over that figure. 

The financial condition of the country, of course, accounts for, though, 
all will perhaps agree, it cannot justify, the decline in the amount con- 
tributed for the sacred cause of Missions.

If it be asked, why our Missionary Committees did not guard against 
debt by reducing their expenditures at equal pace with the falling off in 
their receipts, the answer is 

First. That the Committees must of necessity make their pledges to 
their Missionaries at least a year in advance. (The rate of expenditure 
for the year 1876 had to be settled in 1875.) 

Second. That reduction of expenditure involves often the closing of 
our Mission Schools and Churches, and this the locking up in unproduc- 
tive idleness of the capital invested in them—and, 

Third. That when men have been sent out at considerable ex- 
pense to distant places, and when long training and experience in their 
respective fields have fitted them for their special work, it seems neither 
economical, nor wise, nor fair, nor worthy of the Church, hastily to recall 
them, and, in a sudden fright, to pull down in a day that which it has 
required years perhaps to build up. 

While too much forecast and economy cannot be exercised in the 
management of our Missionary work, the cheerful faith and sense of our 
people do not demand, we believe, that our Missions shall follow with 
servile haste the fluctuations of the money market, but are ready for 
special effort and sacrifice in behalf of our Missions when the times require 
them. Gop blessing them, they will keep the aggregate of their con- 
tributions to Missions this year, if possible, up to that of the past two 
years, and, above all things, spare no efforts to wipe out, by an extra special 
effort, this lamentable debt. 

That debt enervates the hearts of hundreds of Missionaries, who, for 
their courage and constancy in laboring for Curisr in the hard places of 
the earth at home and abroad, surely deserve better treatment at our 
hands. It imperils the good name of the Church in every community 
where a Missionary embarrassed by it lives. It makes imminent the igno- 
minious suspension of enterprizes undertaken at an expense of much 
thought and money. It will involve, unless soon liquidated, the disap- 
pointments, in communities where our Church has been making her first 
essays, of expectation which we have deliberately awakened. It will 
remove the preacher of glad tidings, suspend the common worship of the 
House of Gop, close the Sunday-school, and silence the voice of singing 
children, in those places where these helps to righteousness and peace are 
most valued and most needed. 


In this state of affairs there can be but one opinion, viz. : that an evil:

which jeopards our present work, and lowers upon us as we look to the 
future, should be immediately grappled with. 
The undersigned were appointed a Committee of the Board to take 


the lead in an effort to this end. It is well-nigh indispensable that what- 


ever may be contributed be paid at once, that the burden may be removed 
immediately and its accumulation averted. They therefore urge that no 
payment be postponed longer than the first of April. Please determine, 
as in the presence of Gop, what you can do towards lifting this incubus 
from the Church, and authorize one of the undersigned to record your 
pledge in the Subscription Book ; or, if you prefer instant payment, 
remit your cheque directly to Lemurn Corin, Esq., 220 Chestuut Street, 
Philadelphia, who has consented to act as our Treasurer.

Our efforts to discharge the duty committed to us by the Church, of 
raising a special fund of $75,000 for the removal of the debt which bur- 
dens our Missionary work, have thus far been confined to such quiet per- 
sonal applications as seemed least likely to interfere with the current 
receipts of the Committees. 

About $32,000 have thus been secured. This resource seems now 
exhausted. Of course, however, only a few of our people have been 
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reached by the method thus far pursued, and it may be supposed that 
many are prepared to contribute to whom no opportunity has yet been 
given. After consultation we are convinced that the time has come for 
an appeal to the Church at large, and we propose therefore that an effort 
be made to raise the balance of the sum required to pay off the debt by 
asking for a special Collection in all our Churches on Whitsun-day, May 
20. Will you give us your aid in this effort, which is of vétal importance 
to the welfare of our Missionary work and the honor of the Church, by 
writing your commendation of it at the foot of the accompanying State- 
ment, and returning it in the envelope which you will find enclosed ?

FOREIGN MISSIONS.* 


“ Away with such a fellow from the earth: for it is not jit that he 
should live.” —ActTs xxii. 22. 

Tuis was the cry, on a memorable occasion, of an excited crowd of 
Jews against St. Paul, who, having been rescued by the Roman soldiers 
from their hands, was allowed by the Chief Captain to speak unto the 
people. They kept great silence while he told them of his nation, birth- 
place and early education ; of his zeal for the religion of his fathers ; 
of his journey to Damascus ; of the light which overpowered him by the 
way ; of incidents which followed ; his return to Jerusalem and the 
vision in the Temple. They gave him audience unto this word without 
a murmur, then as the Apostle told them of the Commission which he 
had received of the Lornp—“ And He (the Lorp) said unto me, Depart, 
for I will send thee far hence unto the Gentiles ”—instantly they lifted 
up their voices and said: “ Away with such a fellow from the earth, for 
it is not fit that he should live.” What! pretend to have a Commission 
to extend to barbarous nations the privileges which pertain to the Cov- 
enant people of Gop ?—this was a proposition which filled them with the 
utmost disgust and rage. 

‘ Allowance must be made for the Jews in this regard—they did not 
know that the wall of partition which separated them from the people of 
all other nations of the world and compassed them about with exclusive 
relations to Gop as His family, was ever to be broken down. It took 
even those of them who embraced Christianity some time to overcome 
their prejudices ; a vision it would seem was necessary in the case of St. 
Peter, fully to assure him that the Gentiles were to be fellow heirs with 
the Jews in all the privileges and promises of the Gospel. 

How did he who received the Commission which so exasperated the 
Jews on the occasion referred to regard that Commission? Realizing

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that Gop had put upon him a wondrous token of love and counted him 
worthy of a high post of honor and responsibility, he bows himself down 
in the very dust—laboring to find a word so superlatively small in degree 
as properly to express his position in view of the work thus committed 
to him. Hesays: “Unto me, who am less than the least of all Saints, is 
this grace given that I should preach among the Gentiles the unsearch- 
able riches of Curist.” 

“Go YE INTO ALL THE WORLD AND PREACH THE GOSPEL TO EVERY 
CREATURE,” was the Commission given to the Apostles. Quick in the 
discernment of duty and zealous for its performance, they went forth 
everywhere, clad in no other armor than that which was suited to “a 
kingdom not of this world,” and yet “mighty to the pulling down of 
strongholds.” Those few men entered undismayed upon an enterprise 
whose end was to be the subduing of the world to the sceptre of Curisr. 
The whole civilized world was then in subjection to imperial Rome.* 
“ Her idolatry,” says Bishop White “was incorporated into all her insti- 
“tutions. It was prominent in her public sacrifices ; it was interwoven 
“in the oath which bound the soldier to his general and to his standard ; 
“it pervaded every department of business and every species of popular 
“amusement ; and even the privacy of domestic life was subjected to its 
“intrusions. Not only so, the enormous equipage of superstition was 
“ fenced round by the policy of the civil magistrate, and by the philosophy 
“of the men of retirement and of study. To sustain the mighty fabric 
“there were the terrors of penal law, sentencing those who refused to 
“worship in her temples to ignominy and to death.” And yet, such were 
the achievements of these first preachers of the Gospel as to justify what 
was said of St. Paul, that their sound, like that of the light of Heaven, 
‘was gone out into all the earth, and their words unto the ends of the 
“ world.” 

“Not only during the age of the Apostles, but for some ages after, 
“the Gospel continued to progress, still unaided by the power or policy 
“of the world ; it penetrated to countries beyond the reach of all-con- 
“quering Rome. As to lands within the limits of her power, we have 
“the appeal of an ancient author (Tertullian) who wrote about one hun- 
“dred years after the last of the Apostles, declaring to the Emperor and 
“the Senate, without danger of contradiction—‘ we fill your cities, your 
“islands, your castles, your towns, your camps, and your tribes; the 
“palace, the senate and the public places; we leave you nothing but 
“‘ your temples.’ ” 

We cannot within the limits assigned to this paper trace the causes 
which arrested, after a lapse of some centuries, the progress of the Gos- 
pel. Let it suffice here to quote the following :

the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, in 1823. 
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“What began to lead to so lamentable an issue, was the introducing 
“of controversy on subjects which should have continued as they had been 
“left in Scripture ; marked by a simplicity suited to what was to be 
“received by faith ; and likely to be rather obscured than elucidated by 
“curiously wrought distinctions, the inventions of men. There is no 
“field on which Satan can more display his talents of transforming him- 
“self into an angel of light, which he accomplishes by clothing the love 
“of domination in the garb of apparent zeal ‘for the truth as it is in 
“ Jxsus.’ From this cause the Scriptures became tortured by innumerable » 
“subtleties, resting on the abstract speculations of innovators, and not 
“claiming express authorities, but deduced by reasoning, in every step 
“of which there must of course be danger from the imperfection of the 
és pebumian understanding ; while charity, under the clashing refinements, 

‘was lost sight of by the opposing parties.” 

Curist’s precious Gospel has been preached to the Gentiles, and its 
light and joy have come down to us, and we in this distant generation 
from the age of the Apostles, and in a region remote from the land in 
which it was first proclaimed, possess its rich blessings in present fruition, 
and in the hopes which pertain to the life to come. 

We belong to a Church fashioned after the Apostolic pattern, with 
a noble array of Bishops, a large number of those in lesser Orders, and a 
great company of communicants and other attendants upon her Holy 
Services. 

In our congregations Missions are at times the subject of discourse— 
those which pertain to the work in our cities and Dioceses, and to distant 
portions of our country. Statements concerning these are patiently 
listened to, and not least perhaps those which relate to visions of rising 
Empires in the West ; the floating of the Ensign of Liberty and Union 
over those vast regions toward the setting sun, and the need of extending 
to them the institutions of the Church ; and gifts, small indeed compared 
with what they ought to be, are contributed. All this is perfectly com- 
patible with the complacency of all. 

But let the subject of discourse be the condition of the EIGHT HUNDRED 
MILLIONS across the seas who know nothing of the Saviour Who died for 
them, and the pleading be for those who have been, or ought to be, 
“sent far hence unto the Gentiles” ; then though none are so lost to a 
sense of that which is decorous as to cry out “ Away with such a fellow,” 
still, it is true in the case of many a one, even of those who profess and 
call themselves Christians, that a discourse on this subject finds the heart 
determinately set against it. The topic disgusts him, and though he 
keeps his mouth shut, he says within himself, “I wont contribute to 
Foreign Missions ; I don’t believe in Foreign Missions. We have enough 
to do at home.” 


It might be well for such persons to ask whose cause it is that they 
3 
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thus gainsay and resist. Preachers are nothing; Boards are nothing ; 
Conventions are nothing apart from Him Who gave the Commission to 
His Church. Is that Commission annulled, and goes there with it that 
which is an integral part of it, “Lo, I am with you alway even unto the 
end of the world”? Are those men who withhold their aid, and deny 
their responsibility in this regard, are they right? Has the Church no 
call to preach to the eight hundred millions who sit in darkness? ‘Then 
let us take down the silver trumpet from the lips of the Evangelical 
prophet, and let him utter no more the prediction, ‘The Gentiles shall 
come to Thy light, and Kings to the brightness of Thy rising.” No more 
shall the voice of the prophet introduce the Almighty FaTurEr, saying 
to the highest messenger of His will, “It is a ight thing that thou shouldest 
be My servant to raise up the tribes of Jacob, and to restore the preserved 
of Israel: I will also give thee for a light to the Gentiles that thou mayest 
be My salvation unto the ends of the earth.” 

Let Malachi no more utter in our ears the prediction concerning 
Curist: “ From the rising of the sun even unto the going down of the 
same, My name shall be great among the Gentiles.” 


There is a passage in the 14th Chapter of the Book of the Revelation 
which, not without reason, many regard as a prediction of that which is 
now near at hand. It intimates a time of great extension of the light of 
Divine truth, to precede the fall of the mystic Babylon. It is where an 
angel is seen “flying in the midst of Heaven, having the everlasting 
Gospel to preach unto them that dwell on the earth, and to every nation, 
and kindred, and tongue, and people.” 

Certainly the signs of the times, to those who regard them with atten- 
tion, are striking—the highways opened for rapid intercommunication 
among the nations, and the growing readiness, on the part of those hith- 
erto most exclusive, to receive the Gospel, afford ground for thankfulness, 
and are a call to duty. 

How far our Church is to be the honored instrument in the hands of 
its Divine Head in the consummation, “The kingdoms of this world are 
become the kingdoms of our Lorp and of His Curisr; and He shall 
reign forever and ever” (Rey. xi. 15), must depend upon the faithful- 
ness of the Church. Are the indications just now in this regard such as 
to free us from anxiety? DExtTER.

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AFRICA UNVEILED. 


Ar length we have a manual on Africa* which is not only worthy a 
place in every library, but is especially useful to all who cannot spare the 
means to purchase, or the time to read the numerous works on particular 
parts of the continent published during the last twenty years. 


The Rev. Henry Rowley, its author, has not only made himself famil- 
iar with the works of the great travellers and veteran Missionaries, but 
has had himself some years’ experience in the country in connection with 
the Universities’ Mission to Central Africa.. He presents, in a condensed 
and systematic form, the most important information on the geographical 
features of the continent, its different races, their diverse forms of gov- 
ernment, their religious beliefs and customs, their domestic and social 
customs, slavery and the slave trade, and the results of Missionary efforts, 
Roman Catholic and Protestant. 


The title given to the work, Africa Unveiled, is appropriate and well 
deserved, and every one interested in the evangelization of the hundred 
millions who people Africa should possess himself of the volume. 


HOW A MISTAKE ABOUT THE COUNTRY HAS ORIGINATED. 


He alludes to many prevalent errors concerning the country and the 
people, and gives the real facts in each case. We can, at present, refer 
only to the mistaken supposition that Africa in general is very unhealthy. 
The error has arisen from the fact that the low-lying and swampy lands 
near the sea-coast are very insalubrious, and yet these are the regions 
which have been mostly occupied by Missionaries and traders. The great 
travellers have unwittingly contributed to the prevalent error. Their 
object was the discovery of river sources, and they kept as close as they 
could to the rivers whose origin it was their object to discover. They 
had to wade almost as much as to walk. They, therefore, in general, 
describe a very humid country. Livingstone was said, by the natives, to 
have been afflicted with water in the head, so persistently did he hunt 
after and cling to the water regions; but no one knew better than he 
that such regions were not the chief characteristic of Central Africa, and

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he often expatiated on vast ranges of highland country, where, though 
water is not wanting, swamps are scarcely known. 

In his “Last Journals,” when suffering from the lassitude common to 
the lowlands, he thus recalls his recollections of these higher regions : 
“When on lands of a couple of thousand feet elevation, brisk exercise 
imparts elasticity to the muscles, and healthy blood circulates through 
the brain ; the mind works well, the eye is clear, the step firm, and a 
day’s exertion always makes repose thoroughly enjoyable.” He was 
returning to the higher lands which had brought such enjoyment to life, 
hoping he should there recover from his illness, when death met him on 


the way. 
THE GREAT INTERIOR PLATEAU. 


Central Africa is not, as was first supposed, an immense desert ; nor 
is it, as many have lately thought, a water-shed consisting of a mountain 
chain which sends its roaring torrents to the Atlantic and Indian Oceans ; 
but it is a vast plateau, varying in height from two to four thousand feet 
above the sea, and extending along the greater portion of the continent. 
This plateau contains immense basins which form the great lakes of 
Nyassa, Tanganyika, Victoria Nyanza and Albert Nyanza ; and which 
lakes are the immediate sources of the great rivers of the continent. But 


so far from these lakes having swampy land near them, they are, on the | 


contrary, surrounded and in some cases enclosed by high table lands. 

Mr. Rowley gives a very vivid and exceedingly interesting descrip- 
tion of that part of the plateau in East Central Africa where he was for 
atime. We would like to give his description in full but space does not 
permit. At an altitude of about two thousand five hundred feet a seem- 
ingly illimitable plain opened out to view one of the most magnificent 
prospects ever beheld. You could travel a hundred miles in any given 
direction and fail to find a swamp. At certain seasons of the year the 
«country was bright with the hues of myriads of flowers, amongst which 
was a world of butterflies. Birds with gay plumage were numerous, and 
-others less gay filled the air with melody. The large wild animals were 
scarce, for the population was great and had driven them to take shelter 
in less peopled districts ; but the country is good for pasturage. Its fer- 
tility is remarkable, and year by year it produces abundantly a great 
variety of cereals and tuberous plants. The climate is “cool and refresh- 
ing,” and it is, indeed, “a land calculated to nourish the body, to gladden 
-the heart, and to content the mind.”

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THE TESTIMONY OF ALL THE GREAT TRAVELLERS, 


Such is the testimony concerning this central plateau in the fifteenth 
degree of south latitude ; Livingstone and Cameron make similar state- 
ments concerning it from this point to the fifth degree. Speke and Stan- 
ley write in much the same way concerning the country of Uganda which 
is on the equator between the Albert and Victoria lakes; and Dr. 
Schweinfurth, writing concerning the plateau at from five to fifteen 
degrees north latitude, says that the flora and the fauna are more like 
those of the northern steppes than of tropical regions, and that they 
“conform very much to what has been discovered in the table land of 
Western Africa.” 

It should be remembered that this so-called central plateau extends 
much nearer to the sea-coast on the western side of the continent than on 
the eastern, and at what is called Cape Mount comes to the very sea itself. 
How important therefore that we should without delay establish the pro- 
posed Mission at Cape Mount and from it proceed to the healthy and pop- 


ulous regions lying back of it. 


Tue Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Fond du Lac, in a Pastoral Letter dated 
February 21, which the Clergy are requested to read to their respective 
congregations, after speaking of their arrangement for tithing the con- 


tributions for Diocesan Missions, says : 


“ Hence, offerings are not asked directly for the General Board of 
Missions, but each quarter our Diocesan Board gives ten per cent to the 
Domestic Committee, and five per cent to the Foreign Committee.” 

“The Missionary offerings of the Diocese, to both the Domestic and 
Foreign Committees, ought to be very largely increased. Indeed, there 
is no reason why any distinction should be made in our offerings to the 
General Board. Each of the Committees equally represent the whole 
Church, and is entitled to our loyal and generous support. Surely, our 
Church people must forget that a portion of their gifts to the Diocesan 
Board is always sent on to the General oii or their offerings could 
not be so stinted and irregular.” 

“‘ My dear brethren of the laity, it is time that you arouse yourselves. 
Do not wait for collectors, or envelopes, or for any of the ordinary 
machinery of giving, but in your own hearts, before Gop, for our dear 
Lorp’s sake, for the love you bear your fellow-man, determine that you 
will make some offering for Missions, at the next quarterly collection, and 
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make it as much, and repeat it as often, as you can. Let some part of 
your Lenten sacrifices and self-denials help on the extension of the King- 
dom of your Lorp. If he that gives a cup of cold water in the name of 
a disciple shall not be unrewarded in the day of judgment, how great 
must be his reward that gives to thirsty souls the water of eternal life ? 
“Gop, the Farner, Son and Hory Guost, enlarge your hearts and 
open your hands, guide, bless and keep you all, my dearly beloved.” 


NOTEWORTHY. 


In the acknowledgments of the last number and this, are several 
remarkable contributions, viz : 

From the English congregations at White Earth, Minn., Spotted Tail 
Agency, Neb., and Crow Creek, Dak., for Foreign Missions ; from the 
boys of Miss Baldwin’s School, Joppa, Palestine, for education in Africa, 
and from the 8. 8. of St. Mark’s Ch., Cape Palmas, Liberia, for education 
in China ; and the Rey. M. P. Valentine, native, writes from Cavalla, 
W.A.: “ Weare trying to gather a few cents to help you a bit in your 
unfortunate financial condition. You will please receive what we shall 
send you ; though very little it comes from our very hearts. We have 
chosen a Day of Prayer for you—every Friday.” 

It seems to us that the account of such efforts from these sources is 
not without a lesson to non-givers at home. These have “ freely 
received ”—they show a disposition to “ freely give.” 


AFRICA. 
LETTER FROM THE REV. S. D, FERGUSON. 


Cape Parmas, Liperta, West Arrica, 
December 29, 1876. 

Rev. AND DEAR BroruEr: I beg hereby to forward you a report of 
my second visit to Since, made according to arrangement of your Com- 
mittee. 

On the 22d of last month I took passage on the Government schooner 
which had come down to take the legislators to the capital. After 
a passage of three days my destination was reached, and I went ashore 
on Sunday the 26th. Two very important changes in the place were 
observed immediately on landing. First, a part of the town (Green- 


ville) has been washed away. The waves of the great deep now roll. 


es 
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triumphantly over the former sites of dwelling houses. The town is 
built on a low peninsula with the ocean on one side and a river emptying 
into the same on the other ; which land it would seem has been made 
within a period not very remote. ‘This being the case, the ocean is only 
taking back what it lent ; but the change renders the condition of things 
very distressing ; several families have lost their homes, and others are 
im constant expectation of a similar misfortune. 

The other change is of a spiritual nature and more pleasant to relate. 
When I visited the place before there was a spiritual drought ; the ways 
of Zion mourned. The leading citizens spoke on the subject with a good 
deal of anxiety. But now almost every one that I met exclaimed, “ We 
have had glorious times since you were here.” <A refreshing shower of 
Divine grace had been poured out upon the community. Spiritual things 
were revived and assumed a more cheering aspect. The change was 
quite apparent, for some of the most careless and indifferent as to the 
soul’s welfare were now telling of a Savrour’s love. Truly the prayers 
of Gon’s people do avail much. 

My first Service was held on the day of my arrival in our little chapel. 
The members are still holding fast, notwithstanding the disadvantages 
mentioned in my last report, which still exist. Services had been con- 
ducted regularly by the lay readers, Messrs. Monger and Dunbar, who 
read a printed sermon alternately on Sundays. Seven persons applied to 
me to be received as communicants. Two of them, a man and his wife, 
of Baptist parentage, had not been baptized. Having catechised all of 
them and found them prepared, on Sunday, December 3, I administered 
the sacrament of Baptism in the morning and the Lorp’s Supper in the 
afternoon, admitting the applicants to the same. These, with seven 
received before, make fourteen candidates for Confirmation connected 
with this church. There has thus been a little growth numerically, and I 
have reason to believe some advancement in spiritual life also. On the 
following Sunday morning I baptized three children, and in the afternoon 
visited the Sunday-school. There were nineteen children and six teachers 
present. They number thirty-three scholars on roll. I examined them 
on the Church Catechism and was agreeably surprised to find them so 
well posted on it. Their responses were prompt and in most cases cor- 
rect, although they are all small children. 

During the two weeks of my sojourn here I preached and lectured 
ten times, baptized three children and two adults, administered the Holy 
Communion once, married one couple and admitted seven persons to the 
Holy Communion. 

My visit was brought to a close on Wednesday, December 13, when 
I embarked on a Dutch brig consigned to a merchant of this place. She 
would not stop at Bassa, but was bound direct for Monrovia. I regretted 
very much having to pass by the former place ; but as the chances for 
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getting from Sinoe are so exceedingly rare and uncertain, and as T had 
planned to return home by Christmas, it would have been a risk to have 
allowed this opportunity to pass. 

On the following Sunday I arrived at Monrovia ; but was too late for 
Service. As is usual at this time of the year, there were many strangers 
in Monrovia. The national legislature was in session. 

The English mail steamer, for which I had been waiting, arrived on 
Saturday morning, two days behind her time. Having secured passage 
TI started homeward. Six hours steaming brought us to Bassa ; but the 
ship did not stop long enough to allow me to go on shore. On the fol- 
lowing day (Christmas Eve), at one o’clock, we anchored at Cape Palmas.

LETTER FROM THE REY. R. H. GIBSON. 


Graway, Liseria, Hebruary, 9, 1877. 


Rev. AnD DEAR BroruEer: We are having beautiful weather for open 
air preaching, which may continue until the last of April, after which we 
shall expect our rainy season, as usual. Had we $100* at hand to begin 
with, a good native chapel might be built for Service before the heavy 
rains set in. The suffering from open air exposure, during the rainy sea- 
son, is great. ; 

Although many of the natives are now engaged at their farms a few 
miles from their towns, we meet willing hearers and attentive listeners to 
the Gospel message. Many of the young men express strongly their 
desire for education. They begin to see the necessity of it—and it is 
pleasing to the Missionary to observe some of them on Sunday mornings 
at their houses with an English or G’debo primer in hand, trying to learn. 

Some time ago I purchased, with ten dollars of my salary, a large 
number of primers for distribution among those who are anxious to learn. 
Some of the young men wanted the G’debo primer—these I obtained 
through the Rev. Mr. Fair. We do our singing, reading, praying and 
preaching in the G’debo dialect, which seems to increase the desire on the 
part of some of the young men to learn how to read and write in their 
mother tongue, while others prefer to read English.

Aw Apprat From Rev. R. H. Grsson.—Reyv. R. H. Gibson, Graway, 
says, in another letter: During a part of the summer the lake is drained 
off, and becomes so low that it will not admit of travel by canoe. He is

five or six miles, or in the heated sand. He is anxious that some Church- 
man should make a contribution of ‘sixty dollars to purchase a donkey 
for him.

LETTER FROM MISS E. G. EDDY. 


American Episcopat Missron, 
Osaxa, Japan, January 1, 1877. 

Dear Sir: The last three months have been busy ones, and as I had 
written Miss Emery I have shielded myself with the excuse that it would 
do for all; besides I wished to feel before writing you that something 
like work was being done. I may say that now, for I am encouraged to 
think that a faint light of the “better days” is beginning to dawn. I 
have a school of twenty-three who are regular in attendance, though not 
as much so at Service and Sunday-school as [would wish. There is still 
much prejudice to overcome, and the “ Cross,” as in the early days of our 
Faith, is scorned by the greater part who wield influence over the multi- 
tude ; but even they one day shall be numbered with its followers, so 
we can wait. Sometimes I think it’s all that, but am often rebuked when 
“by and by” the little “straws” come to encourage. I wished very 
much the past year for a J apanese woman, to assist me in the many ways 
she could have been helpful in, but my “search for the “ jewel” was un- 
successful. A man was found who teaches in Japanese only, and I am 
fortunate in him, as he is not hostile to Christianity, nor does he influence 
the pupils against it. 

We have had an examination at our “ Seminary,” a solemn event you 
would have thought could you have felt the stillness that prevailed in 
the scholastic air, an unusual event, where all study in Japanese and 
Chinese is done orally. They acquitted themselves well, told all ‘more 
or less,” about the Provinces in the “ Land of the Sun,” of the mighty 
Emperors whose deeds were marvellous, recited figures, Arabic and Chi- 
nese, and better than all, could repeat a few chants, the Commandments, 
Creed, Lorp’s Prayer and Catechism. On Christmas Day, after Service, 
they received the rewards from their teachers. The quaint little folks 
were happy and nice as could be, glad voices from the playground came, 
and only bright faces were seen. Childhood is lovely all over; what a 
pity that time changes it into flowers not always beautiful, but when 
one remembers the perfected lives that were grand, they wish not for 
only blossoms. I must tell you about the other night when I had been 
away from home, and returning found four little heads bowed in prayer, 
reciting what I had taught them to say, the same our little ones at 
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home repeat at night, all of which has been translated for them by Mr. 
Quinby. 

It is New Years to-day, and everybody and his neighbor is out. The 
air is full of sunshine, and I hope the coming year will be full of it. 

Poor Japan was not happy in the one just closed, for it had much 
trouble, and to many was full of sorrow. 

What will this one be? I pray, success to my school, prosperity to 
all Missions, and the happiness to all which reaches through Eternity. 

I am very truly. 


HAITI. 
EXTRACTS FROM A LETTER OF BISHOP HOLLY. 
WE are permitted to make the following extracts from a letter of 
Bishop Holly, addressed to the Corresponding Secretary of the Woman’s 
Missionary Association of Christ Church, Rye, N. Y. : 


Port-au-PRINCcE, Jan. 20, 1877. 

_ Your much esteemed favor of the 12th inst. reached me to-day, con- 
veying intelligence of the offering made to aid our Divinity School in 
Haiti by the Woman’s Missionary Association of Christ Church, Rye, N. 
Y.—this being their last quarterly offering—amounting to $83.95, deposited 
to my order with the Treasurer of the Foreign Committee. I can assure 
you that the gift is a timely one for the purpose for which it is offered, 
and I know not how to adequately express to you and the ladies of Christ 
Church, Rye, my obligations for their kind remembrance of me and my 
work, and can only say that I shall not fail to pray that Gon’s blessing 
may rest upon them and their labors of love for Curist and His Church, 

I was able to resume the annual visitation of our Missionary congre- 
gations, commencing with Holy Trinity Church, Port-au-Prince, at an 
evening Service held on Christmas Eve, when eight persons were con- 
firmed. I also presided at a Missionary meeting in the same church on 
New Year’s Eve, which lasted until midnight, as we watched to welcome 
the incoming. year. 

On the morning of the 2d inst., at five o’clock, I was in the saddle, 
accompanied by the Rey. Messrs. Bauduy and Battiste, on our way to 
the mountains to visit our congregations at Trianon and Petit Fond. 
Both of these congregations, being served by lay readers, fall under the 
pastoral oversight of the Rev. Mr. Bauduy. 

As we entered the hamlet of Trianon, after a twelve hours’ ride, the 
first object of importance that met our view was the chapel that we had 
come to consecrate to the worship of Almighty Gop, built upon a gently 
rising eminence, and surrounded by a glebe of three-and-a-half acres. 


The land was bought by the members of the congregation in that place, — 


fae Tema Sete otis pila 
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assisted by some contributions of members of our Church in Port-au- 
Prince ; while the chapel has been wholly constructed by the efforts of 
the congregation at Trianon. It was duly consecrated on Thursday 
morning, January 4, under the title of Emmanuel Chapel of St. Andrew’s 
Parish. We also administered Confirmation to eight persons in this 
parish—all being adults—baptized three children, administered the Holy 
Communion twice, and preached twice. 

On the morning of the 5th inst., at five o’clock, we were again in the 
saddle on our way to Petit Fond. Our party was reinforced by General 
Hyacinthe Michel, the lay reader of Emmanuel Chapel at Trianon, and 
Mr. Willobé Jacob, the lay reader at Petit Fond. We reached the latter 
place after a thirteen hours’ ride, very much jaded and fatigued, at eight 
o'clock on Friday evening. The next day, being the Feast of the 
Epiphany, we planted, with religious solemnity, a corner post of Epiphany 
Chapel in the parish of the Good Saviour, Petit Fond. The ceremony 
took place amid a large concourse of persons, on a beautiful mound, where 
the lot of land bought by the parishioners is situated. 

The next day (First Sunday after Epiphany) we held Divine Service 
at the house of Mr. Jacob, the lay reader ; baptized three children, con- 
firmed five adults, preached and administered the Holy Communion in 
the morning. The Rey. Mr. Battiste read Evening Prayer, and Mr. 
Bauduy preached at 5 P. M. 

Monday morning, the 8th inst., we were again in the saddle homeward 
bound. We visited on the way the ancient Spanish town of Las Cahobas, 
and arrived at home at six o’clock on Wednesday evening. 

I must venture to add, in conclusion, that Gospel work among the long 
and sadly neglected mountaineers of Haiti is becoming more and more a 
specialty of our Missionary operations here, without our having put forth 
any particular efforts in that direction. We have been sought out and 
drawn along, as it were, by those who hunger and thirst after the Word 
of Life in the mountain fastnesses of Haiti. It is a blessed privilege, a 
goodly heritage. Surely the lot has fallen to us in pleasant places. May 
Gop always give us grace to go forth in faith and occupy all such 
openings. 


WHAT ONE WOMAN HAS DONE. 


On Monday, Feb. 12, at Woodfield, Havant, died Anne Mackenzie, 
sister of Bp. Mackenzie of the Central African Mission. Though of the 
feeblest strength, she has been ever since her brother’s death an untiring 
helper of Mission work, having raised for it more than £2,000 a year, 
besides founding the See of Zululand, and raising about £1,000 for the 
future See of George, and a sum not far short for Mission work in the 
Transvaal. Seldom has the grave closed over one who has made so good 
use of an exceedingly frail life—Zautract from “ Mission Life.”

WHIPPLE. 


OLD MASTER AND HIS COUNTERPART.—(Addenda.) 


In alluding to the defects in the character of the Freedman in our last 
number, we were inclined, as the reader will remember, to consider also 
the better qualities of his nature. Whatever his inherent character may 
be, it has of course, been greatly modified by the conditions under which 
he has lived for the last two hundred years, and the ignorance which 
such a condition naturally engenders. With any other race the same 
neglect would ensure similar results—with the superadded loss of those 
kindly qualities of character which, by common consent, the African 
possesses in a remarkable degree. But, after all, that ignorance and 
emotionalism which philanthropists so often deplore, is mainly confined 
to certain channels ; for in some matters he is shrewd and cool enough at 
all times. In many respects therefore, he is not dissimilar, certainly not 
inferior, to others laboring under the same disadvantages consequent on 
a neglect of education. Theignorant white, whether he dwells in Europe 
or America ; in London, in New York, or in the sand-hills of Carolina, has 
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too often kindred qualities. He too is shortsighted as regards his best 
interests and opportunities. He too is occasionally dishonest withal, and 
wanting in all that belongs to moral stamina. Te also is pleasure-loving, 
passionate, and not least, often persistently vindictive beyond all com- 
parison, with the black man. And yet, intelligent Christian men rarely 
delay to ask, in saddened tones and with despairing glances, what our 
- Church can do for these classes. The Christianity of the nineteenth cen- 
tury knows the remedy, and is prompt in its application. The school, 
the colporteur and the Bible, go hand in hand. There is no temporizing 
or idle discussion as to capacity and antecedents ; but work, quiet, imme- 


diate, earnest and self-sacrificing, is resorted to as the only hope. — 


Nor is indifference on the part of those to be benefitted all the mission 
to such receives ; but it is often carried on amid gross insult, and at times 
even the protection of the law is required to secure the peace and person 
of the Missionary. And yet the work goes forward. 

There is no noise, no straining after effect, but effort with a conscious- 
ness of strength and ultimate success in so good a cause. And the result 
is invariably the same, sooner or later; some are saved and more instructed 
in their duty. Now, of the noisy harangue which so often passes for 
religious effort, the times in which we live have had quite enough. It 
has done untold harm in politics and religion, arousing the emotions of 
men and leaving them uninformed as to their highest duty. Real instruc- 
tion, honest and faithful, is what is needed with the ignorant and neglected, 
of whatever race or shade of feature. Teaching, that shall enlighten the 
mind and warm the heart into a sympathy with all that is good and true 
—this will give them something to think of, expand the whole nature, 
and when brought to a knowledge of the truth, theirs will be a zeal 
tempered with knowledge. But the reply is, “ These Colored People are 
so emotional.” Ignorant people are ever thus. This is the invariable 
result of a given condition, independent of the accident of race or country. 
We have only to look at home for examples, and that too in a climate 
colder than the South, where self-control is supposed to be a common 
inheritance. Let the mind revert to the so-called revival meetings of 
the districts remote from the larger towns, of twenty or thirty years ago ; 
or to the advent meetings of a later period ; or if you will, cross the 
Southern line and attend some of the ardent devotional exercises of many 
of the warm-hearted brethren in the agricultural districts of the interior : 
that too, in localities where intelligence is the rule, and the same emotion- 
alism, not so very much modified, is discernible. There is, of course, no 
heathenism as to rites, but there is often wild extravagence, not merely 
tolerated, but actually approved of. 

Again, it is said the Freedmen are such thorough antinomians. They are 
in numerous instances, undoubtedly. But even here, however, they are 


not alone. Let us, for instance, look among the rank and file of religious. 
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people ‘in an old-fashioned, Hard-shell, or Ironside Baptist community ; 
in the Middle South, the West or South-west. There we find a solid 
race of men of another type, uncultured, yet unemotional ; successful in 
life with many sturdy virtues ; impractiable only in matters relating to 
. religion ; ignorant, and denouncing almost all agencies by which the 

teachings of the Cross can be extended and made effective. There also 
we find practical antinomianism. It is not therefore, section or class or 
race that sinks men to so low a level, but the want of that true light which 
cometh from on high. The truth is, the Colored People echo in their 
lives the follies and mistakes of those among whom they dwell. That 
echo is often prolonged and exaggerated in its reverberations ; yet there — 
are at the same time, almost invariably, more kindly elements in the echo 
than in the original. This, in ignorance so deep, and emotionalism so 
unusual, render it the more deserving of charity, because the opportunities 
of the Freedmen have been so much less. 

We draw no comparison between the races ; for the word implies the 
use of the objectionable terms, superior and inferior. The races are not 
alike, and, in our judgment, never will be. The African is superior for 
Africa, where the white becomes effete, or dies. ‘The Caucasian is superior 
for the regions of frost and snow. It is no disparagement to the Colored 
man to say that he has a plane of his own. Gop has given each race its 
own idiosyncrasies ; each a stage of action {that is essentially its own. As 
no two white men are alike, or two of any other race, so of the races. 
Gop ‘has given each one its own identity. In their attributes, one race 
cannot be successfully imitated by any other. Attempts for that end are 
failures. 

Whatever else however, may be said of these wards of the nation and 
the Church, there is one thing we may say of them with satisfaction, 
and to which amid manifold shortcomings they may allude with quite their 
usual complacency. The Colored People were in no sense the inventors, 
the founders, early participants, or supporters of that strange combina- 
tion of delusion and crime, which so sadly disgraces our portion of the 
Western Continent, and is known as Mormonism, There is nothing 
African about that. That culmination of sin and misery had its origin 
with the Anglo-Saxon. 

The nationality of its founders is not complimentary to white civiliza- 
tion. It is a shame and a reproach, that we would all ignore if we were 
able ; and simply shows to what depths those “left alone and joined to 
their idols” can descend. Yet as education is the handmaid of religion, the 
Missionary and the Bible will dispel in time, even this “ blackness of dark- 
ness.” But it cannot be done by mere resolutions, or in a single decade. 
Hence, here as elsewhere, with the white or the black, the quiet worker 
js needed more than ever. The school, and the Sunday-school, in which 
definite and distinct doctrines are taught as opposed to the emotional 
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address; in this way alone, Gon’s Spirit descending as the dew, can 
races be saved and elevated from a condition far worse than any human 
slavery.

OUR WORK AMONG THE FREEDMEN. 


WE print this month a number of letters from different Mission 
workers in the South, with the earnest wish that as they may increase 
the knowledge of what is being done there, they may also deepen and 
extend the interest in that work which has been so long and so generally 
neglected. 


Dr. Douglas writes from 


DRY GROVE, MISSISSIPPI : 

Dear Mapam : Our school is, in my estimation, the most successful 
work for the Colored people which has been accomplished in this Diocese. 
A number of other efforts have been made under my care, but none have, 
as yet, led to much visible good. 

The last Sunday I visited the school, I gave out, as rewards, thirty 
Bibles to as many scholars, all of whom were able to say the General 
Confession together with the Creed and the Lorn’s Prayer. There were 
a number more to whomI gave Testaments. These could repeat the 
Lorp’s Prayer and the Creed but not the Confession. 

It would cheer you, I know, to hear the chanting. Every part of the 
Evening Service designed to be sung is beautifully rendered, and this 
time without the organ, as the young lady who generally plays was 
absent. The hymns also are sung with great spirit and devotion. 
Most of the people, not being able to read, must repeat the responses 
and the canticles entirely from memory. 

Yours in the Church of Curist. 


The Rev. Mr. Brady gives a full account of his school and church in 


WILMINGTON, NORTH CAROLINA. 
My par Miss Emery : I am truly glad to hear of the prospect of a 
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box. It revives my drooping spirits, and I look forward with great 
interest to receiving it. 

In regard to St. Barnabas’ School, we shall, if possible, continue it, as 
I do not see how we can give up the nursery of the Church. Our good 
Bishop Atkinson will aid us all he can, and as my daughter’s salary is 
paid by a lady of Boston, we trust that a sufficient sum may be raised by 
the scholars, at twenty cents each a month, to pay Mrs. Jackson, the 
principal, in part, at least, for her services. 

Perhaps a description of our home here would be interesting to you. 

The city of Wilmington is situated on a bend of the Cape Fear River 
just opposite the point where it is joined by the North East. It is a tur- 
bid, sluggish stream, navigable by small flat-bottom steamers for a hundred 
miles or more, very crooked, with wild and often picturesque scenery 
upon its banks. 

The city runs along the river side about a mile, and extends half a 
mile back from the stream. The streets are laid out at right angles, and 
very irregularly built. Some few are 99 feet in width, the others average 
65. There are no pavings, only the original sand, and one becomes very 
weary tramping through it. The elm grows here finely and the oak. 
This is a turpentine and pitch-pine region, and is very healthful. 

But to return to the school. Iam sorry to say it is situated nearly 
half a mile from St. Mark’s Church. It was built by the Freedman’s 
Bureau to serve the double purpose of school and church, and will seat 
comfortably 150 persons. It is in Gothic style, well lighted but poorly 
ventilated, as the windows, which are small, do not let down from the 
top. In this building we gather daily an average of 85 children, intel- 
ligent, and, for the most part, well behaved. 

Our mode of conducting the school is as follows : I hold a short Service 
each morning. The children read portions of Scripture and the Collect 
for the day, recite the Creed, and all kneeling—none excused—say the 
Lorp’s Prayer. I then offer a prayer, and the day’s work begins. 

Some of the children would astonish you by their proficiency in the 
various studies. They really love the school and teachers. For the most 
part we have the poorest children of the city. 

The daily session lasts from nine till two or after, as the children 
finish. On Fridays I visit them at noon, when they recite Psalms from 
the Psalter and the Catechism. Then my daughter plays the organ and 
they sing. 

On Sundays, at 33 P. M., we meet there, and teach the Sunday-school 
which often numbers over 100. It is very sweet to look around and see the 
children busy with their lessons, and hear the medley of voices as they 
recite and the sweet music they make in singing the opening and closing 
hymns. I hope Gop is pleased to accept these strains of worship that go 
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up from these precious lambs of the Redeemer’s Flock in this small cor- 
ner of His ripe harvest field. 

After Sunday-school I repair to the church to instruct the Confirma- 
tion class. 

One of our difficulties is the distance of the school from the church, 
but we are enabled to have the greater portion of the children present at 
the Lenten Services. You will see them both morning and afternoon, 
hastening to church, Prayer Book in hand, to add to the sweet incense of 
prayer that daily ascends to Gop. I think you would be surprised to see 
how they enter into the spirit of worship, how promptly they find their 
places, and with what heartiness they make their responses. 

The church itself (St. Mark’s) was begun about six years ago, and 
pushed forward to its present state. It needs an outlay of $500 to com- 
plete it, which amount we hope will come to us from some source. The 
building is Gothic in style, very substantial, of brick, with a half 
recess for chancel, and a small tower in which there is a fine, sweet-toned 
bell. The ground on which the church stands is about a quarter of an 
acre, which leaves ample room to add transepts, extend the nave, and 
build a larger tower. There might be also a rectory and schoolhouse. 
The church fronts the east. The windows are long and narrow, filled 
with stained glass by Cook, of Boston ; the chancel window a triplet, the 
centre much higher and larger than the side lights. Upon thisis the life- 
size figure of the Good Shepherd, with crook and lamb folded in His arm. 

The chancel rail encloses a space about 16 feet by 4. Within are the 
altar, credence table and Bishop’s chair. The altar is made of chest- 
nut, of neat and appropriate design. The Bishop’s chair is of the same 
wood, and Bishop Atkinson says it is one of the handsomest in the Dio- 
cese. Without the rail are the prayer desks and lectern, and back of the 
Clergy stalls is the font, the top made of Nova Scotia sandstone, the base 
of chestnut. 

The chancel is carpeted with a red and black carpet, and the walls 
and gables are kalsomined a light bluish tint, and when the yellow pine 
finish is oiled and varnished, the whole effect will, I think, be good. As 
yet we have been able to put in only temporary sittings which give the 
church an unfinished look, but we are comfortable, and I trust are thank- 
ful for all Gon’s blessings to us. 


Mr. Brady also writes in another letter : 


When I consider the magnitude of this work, I cannot find words to 
express our needs. I can simply say, first, sympathy, second, money, 
third, material, as temporalities ; grace, wisdom and faith, as spiritual- 
ities. These latter are free, we have them for the asking; but the 
former, can we have them? 
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The daily progress of the children is quite perceptible, and although 


many of them pass a season under our care and then stray off to other 
schools and places of worship, yet I am confident they never lose sight of 
the true teaching they receive while under the influence of the Church. 

From Mrs. Gallaway we hear how the work was begun and is now 
going on in ; 

ELKIN, N. C. 

We came here to live three years ago, and observed that there were 
no schools of any kind for the Colored people ; still we took no active 
part towards beginning one. Last winter aseries of letters was published 
in the Southern Churchman by the Rev. Mr. Powers, of Richmond, 
describing his work amongst the Freedmen and appealing to his Church 
people to attend to the ignorant race. These letters aroused our energies, 
and we began the work in good earnest, the spring of 1876. The number 
of pupils has increased until there are 95 now. We have the use of a 
Presbyterian chapel which contains a nice organ, and many of the school 
possess clear strong voices and sing well. We find most of our school to 
be intelligent, anxious to learn, ready to understand, apt to ask questions ; 
but with all this they are sadly ignorant. Compared with their barbarous 
brethren in the far South they are intelligent ; compared with those 
above them, who have so many of the good things of life, they are to be 
pitied. 

Many of the school are Methodists, yet there were not more than 
three persons in the entire number who knew the Commandments. They 
have learned this important moral law, and chant the responses very cor- 
rectly. The Creed is recited and the Lorp’s Prayer; hymns have been 
committed to memory and said by them in chorus, then sung until per- 
fectly familiar. My husband reads a sermon to them, then explains a 
Bible lesson which those who can read seem toenjoy. Two of the scholars 
who read very well have classes of beginners, and there is one old woman, 
wearing spectacles, who comes regularly with her first reader, making 
earnest efforts to learn so that she can read her Bible. I wish you could 
see how delighted the people are with Bibles and Prayer Books of their 
own. Some of them have their books neatly covered, for fear of a spot 
or stain, We have had no Clergyman to hold Services here for them, 
but we expect one of our Bishops to be with us during the approaching 

summer, 


The work in 
LUNENBURG COUNTY, VIRGINIA, 
is under the charge of Mrs. Jennings and her son who acts as lay-reader, 
with the codperation of their Rector. The latter writes : 


As you have manifested an mterest in our Mission work, I will write . 
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you something of the people here and of our prospects of bringing many 
among whom we have labored into the Church, 

This is my mother’s birthplace, and she returned here about five years 
ago, feeling it her duty. She started this work and met with great favor 
from the Colored people. About a year ago I became interested from 
what I heard of the progress of her undertaking, and thinking I could be 
instrumental in establishing the Church, I came here and have had suc- 
cess. Theschool grew in numbers and is still growing. We have thirty- 
eight adults among the scholars, most of whom are also members of the 
Sunday-school. 

I am hoping that soon we may have a chapel built. The Colored 
people have very poor, small log churches, that are uncomfortable to 
worship in, but still are crowded, and if we succeed in getting a church, 
I have no doubt that the best of the Colored people will come to it. 


Mrs. Jennings also sends an account of her school : 


I began my school the first of the present month. This being the 
season for gathering the crops, many of the scholars have not yet come 
in. We have only fifty-five in attendance at present, but many more have 
enrolled their names, so that we have the promise of a large school this 
year, much larger than it has ever been before. 

It was about five years ago that I opened the school. Then in this 
neighborhood there was only one colored girl who could read, and she 
very imperfectly. Now there are hundreds of the Colored people who 
can read and write letters intelligently. Yet the need of diligent teach- 
ing is just as important now as then. 

When I came here many of the Colored men, not able to read, were 
leaders of meetings and were preaching in their way against the Bible ; 
now the very same persons are learning to read the Bible themselves. 

Many of the white people are becoming convinced of the good results 
of the work and are praising my school. The Superintendent of Educa- 
tion of the county said last year that my pupils were far ahead of any 
Colored scholars in the county. 

I visit the children’s parents occasionally. Some of them live four or 
five miles away, or even more than that. Nearly all of them are very 
poor, and there are great families of children. Most of the men hire out. 
by the year ; a few have small places upon which they have built log 
houses, and are struggling to pay for them. They depend upon what 
they raise and on day labor on the farms. Wages are very small. 

The sick suffer very much for necessary comforts. Nearly all the 
Colored people live in very poor, open houses, and suffer from colds and 
chills every fall. There are several in the neighborhood now, who are 
sick and very destitute indeed. If anything could be sent as nourishment 
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for such cases, it would prove a great blessing. There are many out of 
school for want of clothing, and in the cold weather numbers die because 
of this want. : : : : 5 . : . 


Mrs. Miles tells of her work in 


HALIFAX COUNTY, VIRGINIA, 


where she, too, is assisted by her son. 

Mine is a week-day as well as a Sunday-school, with scholars from 
five to eighteen years of age. There are only fifty-three attending just 
now, for many of the large boys and girls are employed at this time 
gathering in the corn and garden produce for the winter. My usual 
number is from eighty to one hundred and twenty-five, the boys and 
girls nearly equally divided. . 

We open school with the Lesson for the day, singing, and the Lorp’s 
Prayer. The scholars can repeat the Creed, and on Fridays we have 
nothing but sacred studies, the Scriptures read and recited and the 
Catechism. 

The children are grateful for what is being done for them, and would 
not leave the school for any inducement that could be held out to them. 
Some come five miles, some six, some four, and nearly all walk from two 
to three to school. I have known them to come through all kinds of 
weather, with scarcely clothes enough on to cover them. I have taken 
some of my own clothes often and put on them, and some of my son’s on 
the boys. They will come barefooted in the coldest weather ; this 
has been my experience for three years, and I have no reason to think it 
will be different this winter. 

My present school-house is a log cabin. It has in it a small stove 
and rude benches of undressed plank with two legs at each end. As 
there are no desks the children use slates instead of copy-books. We 
need a good sized bell to let them know the hour of school, as many 
remain at work as long as they can. 

The people are poor, very poor. It is all many of them can do to 
keep starvation from their doors. Some of my children have been known 
to come to school, not having eaten a mouthful before they came, because 
their parents had it not to give them, and could not get work that they 
might earn something. Those who have little homes of their own are 
now carefully making preparation for the winter. 

I enjoy the privilege of teaching, and have been engaged in the work 
more or less ever since I was sixteen years old. I went to Africa when 
twenty, and taught for five years in the English Mission at Sierre Leone, 
was nearly five years in the American Mission under the late Bishop 
Payne, and after I returned to this country taught under the auspices of 
Bishop Smith of Kentucky. And thus I have been trying to do my 
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Master’s work as well as I am able, and though it is now eleven years 
since my return from Africa, I am not yet weary of it. 


LETTER OF ACKNOWLEDGMENT FOR MISSIONARY BOX, 


My pear Mapam : Please give my thanks to the ladies and accept a 
portion for yourself for the box which was received by me yesterday 
from your Association. The articles were indeed highly prized by my 
son and self. I will gladly take the things which were marked for me. 
The shoes are the best I have had for a long time. 

I called in one of my best scholars, whose feet were nearly on the 
ground, and gave him a pair of the men’s shoes. He was so glad he 
cried, and after he was a little over his excitement he asked me to send 
his thanks to the ladies; and tell them he was so thankful he could not 
express himself. 

I gave a pair to a little girl who is an orphan and has not a relative 
in the world. I have looked after her for some time, and have given her 
toys, for she has no one to make fond of her except myself. She reads 
very nicely in the Third Reader and Testament, and knows the Lorp’s 
Prayer, the Creed and nearly all the Catechism. I intend having her 
baptized in the spring, when others, too, will be ready. 


Gop has been very good to us this winter. It is an unusually hard 
one. I have been told there has not been so much sleet and snow for 
twenty years, yet we have heard of only one person frozen to death, an 
old woman who was lost in the woods. 


We are indebted to two kind friends of the Mission for the following 


accounts of the work in 
ALEXANDRIA, VIRGINIA. 


My pear Miss Emery: I have thought many times of speaking to 
you about the work among the Colored people here, which is very im- 
portant. We have for population 8,000 white people and 6,000 Colored 
people, all the latter employed in our families and subsisting upon us, 
and you may judge how serious every question that relates to their train- 
ing is to all Christian people. 

I attended the Sunday-school last Sunday and Aer a bright class 
of girls of twelve. ‘They behaved well, and answered all the general 
questions remarkably well, proving that they had been well grounded in 
the rudiments of the Faith. The chapel was built by Christ Church, and 
they keep it very neatly. 

We once had some papers which were read by every one here with the 
greatest eagerness. If I could have some more for the Colored school, I 
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could do a great deal with them. I would like to offer them as a reward 
to the children who stay to church. This is very important, and I was 
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sorry to see them all go out Sunday just as Evening Prayer was about to — 


begin. 


My pear Miss Emery: When I heard that you wanted to know 
about the work among the Colored people here, as I teach in the Sunday- 
school, I thought I could tell you about it. 

In the first place, there are more scholars than we can find teachers 
for in the school, but now we have the promise of two or three more. 

My girls—I had fourteen in my class last Sunday—are more attentive 
than those I teach in the white Sunday-school. It is a delight to me to 
teach them, they listen with so much eagerness and attention, and what 
they do repeat of the Catechism they say beautifully. Each Sunday I 
ask about the lesson of the preceding Sunday, and they show what great 
attention they have paid by the ready answers they give. 

Our superintendent is a student from the Seminary, who walks three 
miles into town every Sunday, unless the mud is so bad that he cannot. 
We have only one Colored teacher and he is studying for the Ministry. 
He has a Bible class of boys and also teaches the parish school, where he 
has forty scholars. The children have no inducements to come to Sunday- 
school, as they have no papers or library books. I often wish we could 
get some old books or papers that some rich Sunday-school has done with.

TuE undersigned, placed by the House of Bishops upon the Commis- 
sion in charge of the relations of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States with the “ Mexican Branch of the Catholic Church of our 
Lorp Jusus Curist militant upon earth,” have, in the discharge of duties 
thus devolved on them, become deeply impressed with the extreme 
importance of the spiritual movement now going on in the development 
and organization of the work of their Mexican brethren ; and also with 
the pressing need of the continued liberal assistance of the work by our 
branch of the Church. 

The “nursing care” of our Church is pledged to her infant sister, in 
the covenant now ratified, under the authorization of the House of Bishops, 
for the impartation to her, in due season, of the gift of the Episcopate. 
Much diligent caution has been used in all the arrangements thus far made 
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to that effect. It is our confident trust that our brethren of the Clergy, 
and of the Laity, will not be wanting on their part, in redeeming the 
pledge so made, by extending a generous helping hand to promote the 
financial support absolutely indispensable for carrying the growing work 
of evangelization to its full establishment in a Church system provided, 
as with Bishops, so with Pastors, Missionaries, Candidates for Holy Orders, 
Schools, and places for assemblage in public worship. : 

It rarely falls to the lot of Christians to have so favorable an oppor- 
tunity of helping forward the Blessed Master’s work by contributing 
freely of their worldly goods. 

As firmly maintaining the Faith once delivered to the saints, even to the 
very death ; and as faithfully working, against the most bitter opposition, 
and under the deepest discouragements, in the Lorn’s great harvest, with 
_ very manifest tokens of His blessing ; we most earnestly commend our 
sister Church in Mexico to the love and zealous aid of all, of both sexes 
and of every station, in our own branch of the Church of Curist.

Contributions in behalf of that Church work can be forwarded to the 
address of the Treasurer of the League, Miss M. A. Stewart Brown, care 
of Messrs. Brown Brothers & Co., 59 Wall Street, New York, or to the 
Treasurers of our different Church Societies. With your contribution 
please to enclose the words, “ For Mexico.” 
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Funds are needed : 


I. To pay their small monthly salaries to five ordained Clergymen 
and to twenty-two lay readers, teachers and other workers in the Church 
in Mexico. 


II. To aid in meeting the expenses of its Theological Seminary, Church 
Schools and Orphanage. 


II. To purchase Spanish Bibles, to publish a weekly Spanish Church 
paper and other Christian publications. 


IV. To meet the necessary expenses of Church buildings. 


When it is remembered that we have seventy-one congregations to 
watch and care for in Mexico ; that there is not a rich man in their whole 
number ; that we have to educate a Ministry for many of these congrega- 
tions ; and that this Mexican Branch of the Church has to be built up in 
the face of deadly persecution, I trust that the Church will realize the 
need of their generous assistance and gifts in behalf of this work. 

Once California and the great south-western portion of this Republic 
belonged to Mexico ; now they belong to the United States. The yield 
of gold and silver for the whole Pacific coast of the United States since 
1848 has been $1,700,000,000. The vast wealth obtained from the por- 
tions of this continent that a few years ago belonged to Mexico, and 
also from the commerce of Cuba and South America, has enriched multi- 
tudes of families in the Church in these United States. 

By now aiding from their abundance the work of the Mexican Branch 
of the Church, they can assist in giving to Mexico and to other portions 
of Spanish America greater treasures than those obtained from the mines 
of California, the plantations of Cuba, or the commerce of South America 
—the glad tidings of the unsearchable riches of Curis. 

Fellow-Christian, will you yourself give, and encourage others to 
contribute towards this Church work among the millions living without 
the Bible on the southern portion of this continent beside the great 
Republic ? 

An earnest and faithful work has been commenced among them. 
By generously aiding it we may reasonably expect that in a few years 
a very important Christian work may have been done in Mexico, a 
work that before long may extend its precious influence to many other 
portions of Spanish America. 
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I earnestly ask the Church to respond generously to the appeals of 
the different Committees and of the “ League” named in behalf of this 
work. 

I ask each church, and Sunday-school, and each member of the Church, 
to forward gifts in its behalf—little when they can only give little, much 


when they can give much.

BRIEF SUMMARY OF WORK ALREADY DONE IN CONNEC- 
TION WITH THE MEXICAN BRANCH OF THE CHURCH. 


SEVENTY-ONE congregations have been gathered ; a faithful, able and 
eloquent band of native Missionaries has been raised up in their midst ; 
Church schools have been established, where a very large number of 
children have been carefully taught the Bible, and have received a good 
secular education ; a theological seminary has been preparing young men — 
for the Ministry ; Divine Services have been statedly celebrated, and the 
precious Gospel preached in two beautiful Church buildings in the City ‘y 
of Mexico ; an Orphanage has been started in a former convent building ; 
a periodical called The Truth has been regularly published, from a fine 
printing press obtained for the use of the Church in Mexico, and other 
publications have been prepared that have influenced multitudes ; many 
thousands of copies of the Spanish translation of the Holy Scriptures have 
been circulated with most blessed results; and much other Christian 
work has been faithfully done.
